Would Not See the Crowd Gath- 


ered at the Albany 


Station. 


ALBANY, N. Y.. Sept. 14. — Presi- 


dent Roosevelt arrived in Albany from 
North Creek at 7:55 o'clock this morn- 
ing in the private car of Vice-Presi- 
dent Young of the Delaware & Hud- 
son Company. 
The car was immedi- 


ately attached to the New York Cen- 
tral special train, which was in wait- 
ing-, and at 8:02'o'clock the train left 
'or Buffalo. 


Mr. Roosevelt's secretary was hand- 


ed a big; batch of telegrams. 
The en- 


gineer in charge of the train is limit- 
ed to Empire State express time. The 
President probably will arrive at Buf- 
falo about 11 o'clock. 
Great crowds 


were at the station to meet the Dela- 
ware .t Hudson train upon its arrival, 
but they were not afforded an oppor- 
tunity to see the Pi-esident. The doors 
of the private car in which the Presi- 
dent is traveling were 
kept 
locked. 


The porter was sent out to the station 
restaurant to get breakfast for 
the 


President and his secretary, Mr. Loeb. 
The police kept the crowd fi;om the 
steps of the car. 


While the Now York Central special 


was being made up 
Secretary 
Loeb 


came to the platform of the President's 
car and said to the Associated Press 
representative: 


"I am very sorry, but the President 


will see no one at this time." 


"Is he sleeping?" was asked. 
"No, he is awake," Mr. Loeb 
re- 


plied. 


"Has Mr. Roosevelt taken the oath 


of office yet?" 


"No, sir." 
"Have 
any 
arrangements 
been 


made for Mr. Roosevelt to take

oath between here and Buffalo, or at 
Buffalo?" 


"No, sir," Mr. Loeb replied, and then 


he continued: "You 7nay say that

The 
train, however, did not eater the station 
proper, tout the President lundiv,! at the 
terrace. 
When be left Vne train an 


eort of the Fourth Signal Corps formed 
nbotit him and conducted him to an au- 
tomobile which his friend Ansley Wilcox 
had in waiting. 


The demonstration which greeted his 


appearance was in keeping with the so- 
lemnity of the occasion. Those who saw 
him did not raise a cheer, bat attested 
their respect: by lifting their hats. 


President Roosevelt declined to make 


any statement whatever for publication. 


"I was so shocked," said he, "oy the 


terrible news brought me last night an'J 
by the calamity which it entailed upon 
the country, as well :is by personal sor- 
row which 1 feel, that I have bad 
time to think of plans for the f u t u r e eon- 
duet of the oft'ice which has been so sud- 
denly and sadly thrust upon me." 


The President arrived at the \Vilenx 


bouse at 1:43 o'clock, his only a t t e n d a n t s 
being "William L,oeb Jr. airl Ansley Wll- 
cox. 


At 2:30 o'clock the President was ready 


to leart-e for the M-ilburn house, where he 
desired to make his official call of con- 
dolence. 
He was escorted by a detail 


from the Fourth Signal Corps and mount- 
ed police.

Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
twenty-sixth 


President of the United States, suc- 
ceeds to that exalted office under the 
constitution and laws of the country, 
and with the administration of oath or 
office today he wi'l begin to exercise 
the functions of President. 


In these statements are embraced the 


consummation of an awful tragedy and 
the historic event by which the entire 
administration 
of 
government 
is 


changed and a 
new 
administration 


comes into being. 


But for the moment the transfer of 


the government is 
forgotten in 
the 


great sorrow which has fallen on the 
nation in the passing ot President Mo- 
Kinley. soldier, statesman, President, 
devoted husband and friend, he 
was 


beloved by all who knew him. 
DKATH CAME IX THE MORNING. 


The death of 
President 
McKinley 


came in the small hours oE the morn- 
ing, under circumstances 
of 
peculiar 


weirdness. The hours he had lain tin- 
conscious, with all hope of his survival 
abandoned. -As early as 6 o'clock last 
night the doctors had pronounced him 
a. dying- man, and soon after the rigors 
of approaching- death began to creep 
upon him. The administration of pow- 
erful stimulants was maintained until 
7 o'clock, but with no effect. 
It was- 


seen that the end was near at hand, 
and those nearest and de'arest to the 
stricken President were summcffed for 
the offices of the last 
farewell. 
He 


came out of a stupor about ' o'clock 
and while his mind was partially cleat- 
there occurred the last endearments, 
the last submission of tha sufferer to 
the will of the Almighty, the last mur- 
mured expressions from his dying lips 
and the last good-byes. In this inter- 
val of consciousness Mrs. 
McKinley 


was brought into the death chamber. 
The President had asked to see her. 
She came and sat beside him, held his 
hand, and 
heard from 
him his last 


words of encouragement and comfort. 
Then she was led away and not again 
during his living hours did she see him. 


"HIS HOUR HAD COME. 


The President himself fully realized 


that his hour had come, and his mind 
turned 
to his Maker. He 
whispered 


feebly "Nearer, My God, to Thee," the 
words of the hymn always dear to his 
heart. Then In faint accents he mur- 
mured; 
"Good-bye, all; 
good-bye. It 


Is God's way. His will be done." 


With this sublime display of Christ- 


ian fortitude the President soon after 
lapsed into unconsciousness. 


The members of the Cabinet:, grier- 


stricken, were 
gathered in the large 


drawing room oE the Milburn house. 


The t i m e had come when they, too, 


would look upon the President for the 
last time in life. 
They ascended the 


stair way, one after the other, noise- 
lessly approaching the threshold oi the 
chamber, where the dying man lay, and 
gazed within. Those who 
came first 


turned back appalled and overwhelmed 
and did not pass within the chamber. 
Secretary Wilson remained below, un- 
willing to have imprinted on his mem- 
ory the picture of his expiring chief. 
Secretary Long, who arrived, on a late 
train, went at once to the chamber and 
passed directly to the bedside of tlu 
President, grasping the hand that was 
already 
clammy 
with 
approaching 


death. 


Meantime, the President had lapsed 


into a state of complete unconscious 
ness and it was only a

hours, perhaps minutes, when the end 
would com". . By 10 o'clock there

no perceptible pulse.

had grown cold and the rigidity

ferer. The physicians who remained 
a i. his side detected only the faintest 
heart beats. 
Some of them, knowing 


that all 
was over, 
departed, while 


others remained, not because there was | 
any further need for their ministra- 
tions, but because of respect for the 
expiring President.

END VERY NEAR. 


Dr. Janeway. the eminent heart spe- 


cialist-, who had been summoned from 
New York, arrived shortly before mid- 
night and 
proceeded at once to

bedside of the President. An instant's 
glance told him 
that the time

passed for the slightest hope. He turn- 
ed away, telling the assembled 
rela- 


tives and officials that the end

Okra, Eprsplnnt nnd Siveet Pepper*. 


Good Thlne» to Do With Them. 
Okra is one of the summer vegetables 


which are little known in the north. 
As will be seen In the illustration, it is 
a long ribbed pod varying in. color from 
dark to pale green and from two to 
five laches in length. It is of a de- 
cidedly mucilaginous nature and can 
be cooked and served either alone or 
with other vegetables; If alone and the 
pods are young, they are boiled In 
salted water until tender, then drained 
and served with butter or a cream 
sauce, or, after cutting off the stem end 
of each, the pods may be sliced and 
stewed with other vegetables. 


Okra gumbo may be made with or 


without meat. If no meat is desired, 
a mixture of greens, such as beet or 
turnip tops, dandelions and spinach, 
is substituted; a quart or more of the 
mixed greens are washed, cut fine and 
cooked with a chopped onion for five 
or ten minutes in a large spoonful of 
hot fat—lard, suet or butter. A quart 
of boiling water, a pint of sliced toma- 
toes and a quart of sliced okra should 
next be added, together with a high 
seasoning of salt and pepper, and all 
cooked gently together for two hours

until it is a thick stew. Gumbos with 
meat have a foundation of ham, a 
Quarter of a pound of which is cooked 
with several chopped onions and the 
meat—beef, veal or chicken cut in me- 
dium sized pieces—in a spoonful of fat. 
When lightly browned..a few cut to- 
matoes and a little chopped green pep- 
per are added with at least two quarts 
of water and a quart of sliced okra, all 
stewed slowly down together. 


Eggplant is now abundant, and it can 


be frequently used for breakfast in 
place of meat. The simplest method of 
preparing it is to wipe and cut it in 
quarter Inch slices,,dip each into beaten 
egg, then into fine,;dry crumbs and fry 
crisp and brown' 'In a kettle partly 
filled with smoking hot fat. This gives 
a dish less greasyand easier of diges- 
tion than where it is sauted In a few 
spoonfuls of fat. , 


Another way is to place the uncut 


eggplant in a kettle of boiliug,_salted 
water: boil until tender when pierce 
with a fork; drain, halve, scoop out the 
center, mix with sol't bread crumbs; 
add a high seasoning of salt, pepper, 
onion juiee and chopped parsley, with 
a spoonful or two of melted butter, 
turn into a buttered pan and brown iu 
a hot oven. 


In some oC our markets it is possible 


to procure sweet green peppers which 
are very mild in flavor. Half of one, 
freed from seeds, cut into the thinnest 
of strips and sprinkled over a dressed 
lettuce salad will add piquancy and 
flavor to it.—Table Talk.

When you see the leaf or 
the wood of one of them, do you know 
the variety it came from?

the trees you have seen all your life, 
puts out its leaves first in spring and 
sheds them last in autumn?

homely a thing as the potato grows— 
how it has a root end and a foliage end, 
nnd that never by any possibility does 
the sprout come from the end which 
is to produce the roots?

How many species of these 
beautiful feathered creatures has man 
wantonly destroyed since the pioneer 
days, and how many has the English 
sparrow driven out? Did you ever sit 
quiet In a nooK in the bushes and wait 
till the shy birds wore off the terror of 
your presence and skipped to and from 
their nests, fearlessly feeding their 
young and teaching them to fly?

Then he photographed them and 
has given to the scientific world the 
most reliable bird pictures ever made.

Tilings Wnlch Are Useful to Re- 


member. 


Raw potato 
juice is an excellep-t 


cleanser. It will remove stains from 
the hands aud also from woolen mate- 
rials. 


Blacklcad should be mixed either 


with turpentine or with soapy water, 
for thus a good polish is soon produced. 


The smell of onions may easily be re- 


moved from the hands by rubbing over 
with celery and then washing them 
with cold water. 


Alabaster may be cleaned by apply- 


ing a paste of starch mixed with water. 
Leave the paste on tilt dry, then re- 
move with a stiff brush, when all dirt 
will come away with it. ff,. 


A bowl of quicklime Kfe':; In a damp 


cupboard will dry the air, but it must 
be renewed occasionally, as it loses 
power. 


To make led wash for bricks put 


an ounce of glue into three quarts of 
water and then gently heat it until 
the gloe is dissolved, then add an 
ounce of alum. 
Mix together half a 


pound of Venetian red and half an 
ounce of Spanish brown. Gradually 
pour the liquUl on to the powder, stir- 
ring it well to make It smooth. 
Be 


sure that the bricks or hearthstones 
are quite clean, and then put on the 
color with a large flat brush. The col- 
or may be varied to suit individual 
taste by adding or diminishing the 
quantity of red or brown. 


Unbleached calico shrinks, therefore

To clean black cloth mix one part of 


spirits of ammonia with three parts 
of hot water.

One of the gowns in question Is a 


white dimity, having a tiny polka dot 
of red.

encampment of their order, the organi- 
zation under whose -auspices the cele- 
bration

tracts th 
einterest 
of ' the 
general 


public. There are in round numbers 
125,000 Knights Templar in the United 
States, affiliated with something over 
1,000 'commanderies. 


American Templarism has a career 


scarce a century in length. The early 
annals of the order were written with 
a. slow 
hand. Obscurity 
hides 
com- 


pletely the origin of the organization. 
Masonic Templarism, whether Ameri- 
can or English, may be rightly called 
a modern institution. Authorities have 
tried in vain to directly connect the 
order of '.today with the great Templar 
order of the crusade era.. A period of 
almost 501) years severs the old from 
the ,-new, 
Try as they may, the sir 


knights of today find little satisfaction 
in attempts to trace their institution's 
ancestry to a period beyond the Bald- 
win encampment which was credited 
with having: existed "from time imme- 
morial" at Bristol, England. 


The uncertainty of date as to the or- 


der's introduction in England finds 
a 


counterpart in American history. 
Ma- 


sons who had been knighted in the 
encampments of Kngland and Scotland 
drifted across the seas to new homes 
in the ^Yesiern continent. 
Gradually 


they increased i-n numbers 
until 
at 


lodge and chapter meetings it became 
not unusual tha,t the oral tests of the 
Temple fraternity were given and de- 
grees conferred. 
The formation of en- 


campments was but another step. 


St.. Andrew's chapter, 
Royal 
Arch 


Masons of Boston, Mass., has the first 
written record of the conferring- of the 
Knights Templar degree, either in this 
country or in England, This interest- 
ing'historic document 
bears date of 


August 2S, 1760. 
The lodge was then 


known 
as St. Andrew's Royal 
Arch 


lodge, and the man on whom the first 
degree was conferred was named "Wil- 
liam Davis. 
Thus it will appear that 


the first orders of knighthood conferred 
in America were probably as side de- 
grees in Free Masonry craft. 


The slow burning of the life flame of 


the order \vas not encouraging to tiie 
enthusiast of the early days. 
The for- 


mation of encampments—or cornman- 
deries, as they came to be known later 
—was slow, and in all instances with- 
out authority from higher bodies. The 
encampment at Newburyport, 
Conn., 


was formed in 1795 without authority 
from any 
superior organization. Tn 


INOa the Boston encampment and Bt. 
John's encampment at Providence, R. 
I., were organized. Pennsylvania, New- 
York, and South 
Carolina 
presented 


encampments about the same time. 


It is doubtful, 
however, if in 1S16 


there were more than SO Sir Knights 
along ihe whole Atlantic coast. 
On 


June liO and 21 of that year was organ- 
iz6>d the general grand encampment— 
now known as the grand encampment 
—of 
the 
United States. Pour 
Sir 


Knights, representing the grand 
en- 


campments 
of 
Massachusetts 
and 


lihode Island and of New York met in 
Mason's hall in New York city and laid 
the foundation and adopted a consti- 
tution 
[or the 
national body 
under 


whose jurisdiction the order has since 
nourished. 
The 'jurivtet of 
organix- 


ers consisted of Sir 
Thomas 
Smith 


Webb, 
• Sir John Snow, Sir 
Thomas 


Louncls. and Sir Henry Powle. 
The 


two encampments from which the dele- 
gates came ra-lified their action. 


Officers were elected at the first gen- 


eral grand encampment—that compar- 
atively insignificant beg-inning of 
the 


series of triennial conclaves of which 
last week was the 
twenty-eighth—to 


the number of twelve, as follows: 
De 


Witt Clinton, general grand master: 
Thomas Smith :Webb, deputy general 
grand master; Henry Fowle, general 
grand generalissimo; Ezra Ames, gen- 
eral grand captain general; the Rev. 
Paul 
Dean, 
general 
grand 
prelate; 


Martin Hoffman, general grand senior 
warden: John Carlisle, general grand 
junior warden; Peter Grinnol!, general 
grand treasurer; John J. Loring, gen- 
eral grand recorder; Thomas Louncls, 
general 
grand 
warden; John 
Snow, 


general grand standard bearer; John 
Schiefflin, general sword bearer. 


The founders of the national body 


evidently realized the need o£ a man 
of distinction at ihe head and for this 
reason the mastership Cell to Clinton. 
He held the office for -a period of t h i r - 
teen consecutive years, though he [ire- 
sided over none of the encampments 
during- that time. Another "triennial" 
was held in 1819, when officers were 
elected for a term of seven years. Since 
18:16 the conclaves have been held each 
three years and the growth of the great 
order is learned through a study of 
these meetings. Virginia was the next 
State to join Massachusetts and Rhoik 
Island and New York in the general 
grand encampment. Other slates" fol- 
lowed rapidly until the early '.(i)s, when 
there seemed to be a halt in growth. 


Progress towards greatness was slow 


from then until 1SS6, a date second 
in 


importance 
to the Templar only 
to 


1816. 
In 
'56 
the 
constitution 
was 


amended and the vigorous growth tl-uit 
has ever since characterized the order 
began. The name oi! the national body 
was 
changed to grand 
encampment, 


the governing bodies in each of the 
states were called grand commanderies 
and the individual 
lodges of -the 
en- 


campments were named eommande.rieS. 
The latter are subordinate to the State 
bodies—of which there are now forty- 
three—and these in t u r n are under tho 
jurisdiction of the grand encampment. 


The grand encampment has met. in 


triennial conclave In lii'teen different 
cities. 
The first four sessions were 


held in New 'York". In 1S32 Baltimore 
was 'the conclave 
city. 
Washing-ton 


and Boston were next visited in order. 
A return was made to New York in 
1S41, and three years later the grand 
encampment met in New Haven, Conn. 
The first meeting west of the Alle- 
ghanies was held in 1S-1T at Columbus. 
Ohio. Boston, 
Lexington, Ky., 
and
